A Senalnr ami III 1 1 limn h e Untie. 

Qukiiki: ( lot. 2. The lion. .las. Gibb 
Ross, senator for Saguenay division, L]i!e- 
bec, a most prominent business man and 
millionaire, died at his brother's resilience, 
Holland lb. use, St. Foye road, at live 
o'clock last evening, aged 70. Although 
ailing Hiiino time no serious apprehensions 
were entertained up to within a few hours 
of his death,, which seems to have resulted 
from a complication of diseases attendant 
on old ago. As yet. it seems uncertain 
whether he made any will disposing of his 
great wealth, which is estimated all the 
way from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000, con- 
sisting principally of ships, timber limits, 
mines, advances, railways, real estate, etc. 
The deceased came from Scotland about 
sixty years ago ;i penniless lad. He was 
a member and elder of Chalmers' Presby- 
terian Church. Mo was never married. 
Senator Ross was president of the Quebec 
hank, director of the Guarantee Company 
of North America, and rnjkuy other com- 
mercial and industrial Enterprises. He 
was called to the senate in January, 188-1, 
and was a conservative in polities. 

Their Whereabout* Ascertained. 

Quebec, Oct. 2.— The fate of r.ho two 
young men. Rope and Paradis, supposed 
to have been drowned some weeks since, 
is now known. The former is at Vmk- 
tou, Dak., and the latter at Duluth. 

An old Montreal Cemrt«ry. 

Montreal, Sept. 30. — Workmen digg- 
ing drains in St. Peter stroet on Saturday 
discovered an old graveyard uf the Grey 
Nun's Convent. Tho institution was 
originally started sometime in the six- 
teenth century by Madame Gouville as a 
foundling institution, but eventually grew 
into a nunnery, covering the whole space 
from McGill street to Ogilvie's flour in ilia 
and from Foundling to Gouville streets. 
The deposits were found to he about 12 
feet under the ground, 6 feet of which 
had been tilled in w ith stones and dirt in 
the process of paving the streets. It is 
said some thousands were buried in this 
spot, most of them being infants. The 
bones are heing carted away to bo interred 
in the Catholic cemetery. 

An Unwilling M Hues'*. 
MONTREAL, Oct. 2. — A new warrant to 
arrest Broker Baxter arrived from Toron- 
to this morning, but before it could be 
endorsed by magistrate Dugaa a superior 
court judge granted a writ of prohibition, 
and the departure of Baxter for the Queen 
city is indefinitely postponed. 



ALASKAN MINES. 

Silver Ore Averaging $'J50 to SfllUO PerTon- 
Woudurful Progress of Qtmrlz Mining 
Near Juneau. 

.lames Fairnsworth, who for tho past 
four years has been engaged in the Tread- 
well mine, the past, two as foreman, and 
J. C. Pheeby, foreman of the Mexican 
mine of the Alaska Mining Co., armed 
down on the Idaho and will leave on Sat- 
urday for San Francisco. Dr. F. S. Rey- 
nolds, deputy collector of customs at ,lu- 
neau, was also a passenger on his way to 
visit his home in Hartford, near Milwau- 
kee, Wis. The doctor is largely inter- 
ested in the Sheep Creek mine, three 
miles from Juneau and immediately oppo- 
site the famous Treadwell. He has with 
him twenty-four sacks of ore, which will 
be subjected to a mill test at Portland. 
The work of developing the ledge is pro- 
gressing, and at the time the steamer left 
a shaft was down twenty feet. Assays of 
the ore give an average yield of $2ii0 to 
8300 per ton, there being from $37 to $50 
in gold and the balance in silver. The 
ledge is from one to two feet in width and 
carries a rich pay streak. Messrs. Pheeby 
and Kc.irnsworth state that there is every 
prospect that the Sheep Creek mine will 
pn ve to he very valuable w hen opened 
lip, Tho ore is easily worked, being read- 
ily accessible from Juneau, and there is a 
nlentiful supply of water iii the creek 
from the glaciers above. A stalf of men 
will be kept at work during the winter, 
and it is fully expected that 
development work will be sufficiently ad- 
vanced in the spring to permit of the erec- 
tion of a ten-stamp mill. Dr. Ferguson, 
though not a practical miner, has every 
confidence in tho property, and will pros- 
ecute its development with energy. 

Mr. Howard, editor of the Juneau Free 
Press, owns a claim adjoining Dr. Fer- 
guson's, and is also carrying on the work 
of development with good prospects. Ye 
editor is a practical minor, and spends 
most of his spare time on his claim. 

There are several other locations on 
Sheep Creek, which, though not yet 
opened up, show good indications. 

Tho (Treadwell mine is now supplying 
ore to 240 stumps, which requires an out- 
put of 700 tons daily. Tho oro is said to 
return from $8 to $10 per toll. 

There Iihb been n largo and satisfactory 
increase in mining operations in Alaska 
during tho pust season, and there is every 
indication that tho coming your will wit- 
ness a still more wonderful advance in 



this direction. The Alaska mines are, un- 
like most others, easily approached from 
the sea, and as a consequence can be 
opened up tit one-half tho cost, and oper- 
ated for a fraction of what is required for 
mines situated inland. 



NJNETKKN MILKS PER HOUR. 

On H Trial of Spend tliu '' Islander" .Malies 
Nlnetstin Mllos Per Hour. 

Tho (ilasyow Herald of July 10th con- 
tains the following : 

"()n Saturday the twin-screw steamer 
Islander, of 1(100 tons, built by Messrs. 
Napier. Shanks & Boll for tho Canadian 
Pacilto Navigation Company of Victoria, 
British Columbia, was tried on the meas- 
ured miles at Skelmorlio, when the ma- 
chinery, constructed by Messrs. Dunsmuir 
& Jackson, was tested to its utmost capac- 
ity, with most excellent results. A mean 
spood of about nineteen miles was attain- 
ed with an indicated horse power of 3(100, 
the diagrams being taken by T. S. M'ln- 
nes' patent indicator. It is expected that 
even a greater speed than this will be at- 
tained. In tho afternoon the vessel re- 
turned Ui (ilasgow to prepare for her voy- 
age. The Islander, under the command 
of Cap'ain Robertson, bite of tho litruria, 
will sol out for her destination, titu Straits 
of Magellan, in a fow days." 

LONDON'S HORROR. 



The People St tinned by the Discovery 
of Another Mutilated Botly. 



1'tifl Police .Still ut Fault and Unubli' to Find 
Any Clue to the Murderer— Proposal to 
Kiuploy Bloodhounds to Hunt the Mur- 
derer Down The Detectives Denounced 
ami Ridiculed. 



(Svoclul to The L'olon'ST.i 
Dunoon, Oct. 2.- The partially decom- 
posed trunk of the woman found in the 
recess of tho Thames embankment by the 
police to-day, was removed to the mor- 
tuary whore it will be examined by ex- 
perts to-morrow. The police have pre- 
served the arm* and head found in the 
Thames near Lambeth, and express a 
hope that they may tit- the body, other- 
wise the ovideuce is established of two 
more murders having been committed in- 
stead of one. Tho body is hideously putri- 
lied and bears every indication of having 
been mutilated several months ago. It is 
also evident it has never been interred. 
THE SENSATION rltODUCED 

by the finding of the body is simply terrific. 
The police are are as far as ever from get- 
tingaclueof anypractical value in detecting 
the Whitechapel murderer, and the feel- 
ing of insecurity and consternation is 
thereby greatly enhanced. The woman 
murdered in Mitre Square has not yut 
been definitely identified, and the identi- 
fication of the one found in Burner street 
is very doubtful, despite the evidence 
given by her alleged sister at the inquest 
to-day. Prof. Axo, Principal of the 
Royal Vetinary College, has expressed 
himself very decidedly in favor of the 
proposal to place bloodhounds at the 
eastern and western police stations in the 
Bast End and have thorn trained and kept 
in readiness for immediate use in hunt- 
ing the murderer down.

Paris, Oct. 2. Owing to tho increase of 
immigration into France President Car- 
not lias signed a decree regulating the 
residence of foreigners already settled or 
tliosu about to settle in Prance. The de- 
cree imposes obligations upon foreign 
residents to furnish declarations of their 
intentions, accompanied by documents to 
prove the identity, which cannot evoke 
a protest founded on the conventional en- 
gagements of France with other countries, 
as no fresh tax is levied and the regula- 
tions do not ulloct the business or pleas- 
ures of visitors. Intending residents 
must within u fortnight declare at the 
mairio of their district the names of their 
lathers and mothers, their nationality, 
place and date of birth, profession, 
wife's and children's names, ages and 
nationality, and produce vouchers in sup- 
port of their declarations. In the event 
of a change of house, fresh declarations 
are necessary to the mayor of the place • f 
their new resilience. Present. foreign 
residents are allowed one month in which 
to comply with the now decree, A dis- 
regard uf the decree will involve police 
penalties irrespective of the government's 
right to expel offenders from the country.

Kouuli nn l lie Chinese. 

San Francisco, (Jet. 2.— Late this 
afternoon Collector linger received his 
orders from Assistant-Secretary of the 
Treasury Maynurd to enforce the pro- 
visions of the Scott Anti-Chinese bill. 
Collector Bager will notify Surveyor Tin- 
nin to-morrow morning to land no more 
Chinese. This order will first affect the 
celestials on the Belgic, which is due to- 
morrow with several hundred on board. 
This afternoon tliu custom house people 
learned that 30,778 certificates are out- 
standing, as 08,li;ili which have been is- 
sued, .'58,848 Chinese have come to Amer- 
ica with certificates since 1882. An official 
telegram to United States circuit court 
Judgo Sawyer informing him of the ap- 
proval of tho Chinese Exclusion Bill was 
received this morning. District Judge 
Hoffman, who hus not yet received official 
information, issued six writs of habeas 
corvun returnable before the circuit court. 
One of the writs was to Jee See Do, who 
claims the right to land under the plea 
that he was born in America. It is re- 
ported that the Chinese six companies are 
preparing to import plenty of coolie labor 
over in the Canadian Pacific si earners and 
smuggle thoni in from British Columbia. 
The attorneys for the Chinese now argue 
that as the Scott bill is merely an amend- 
ment to the restriction act of 1882, the 
provisions of the act will be enforced only 
until May 6th, 1802, when the original 
net v, as to have passed out of effect. Re- 
garding this many lawyers here are of the 
opinion that while the operation of the 
Act of 1882 and the amendment of 1884 
may finally cease in 18(14, the operation 
of tho Scott bill is perpetual, and after 
1804 it will bo the only unti-chinesu act 
on the statutes.

Tho lino 
between the Regina and Jennie then 
parted, and the latter went adrift, as the 
brig, being partially disabled, was not in 
a condition to pick her up. The Regina 
and Walker got into smooth water ut four 
o'clock this morning. Whon the Walker's 
steering gear broke, her iron tiller struck 
the engineer, John Dodds, smashing his 
head, and probably fatally injuring him. 
A MISSING STEAMER. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 2. —A special to 
the Lett's from Alpena, Mich., says: The 
life saving crew has just come in for men 
and tugs to go out to Thunder Bay Islund 
and assist tho barges Mamlordac, Gard- 
nea, Clark Jones and Dun Rogers. They 
all became waterlogged last night.

The barges named came in tow of the 
steam barge Benton, which is not in sight, 
anywhere, and it is feared that she hus 
foundered.

The steam barge Howell with six consorts 
ill tow attempted to make tho 
harbor here shortly before nine 
o'clock lust night, but the lines purled, 
and while she came safely inside tho six 
barges went a drift. The Lake St. Clair, 
loaded with coal, went lo pieces and drift- 
ed ashore near Itock Falls, two miles 
down shore. The life-saving crew went 
to her assistance and succeeded in getting 
the crew off, six men and a woman, into 
lifeboat. The sou was running so high 
the lifeboat was forced down the lake 
twenty-six miles and capsized near Port 
Sanalac dock, -where a woman and four of 
the St. Clair's crew were drowned. The 
Lilly May is now riding at unciior outside 
iho harbor and seems to safe. The 
Oliver Cromwell is ashore, but not much 
damaged. The William Youtigrado was 
at anchor during tho night and has not 
gone to tho river. 

FURTHER DETAIL' OP THE STORM.

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DANGEROUS. 

(ieneral Middloton will, we trust, be- 
fore ho leaves Victoria examine the 
magazine at Beacon Hill. Ho will ser 
t'mt if the building were everything wliieh 
it sliottlil be for Hiiolt a purpose, it ia not in 
,i proper situation. It is near streets 
which lend to tho public park, and it 
is in the vicinity of many residences. It 
is not. constructed aa u mayiixine should he 
constructed and consequently it is not a 
building oven if it were in a proper situa- 
tion in which powder should bo stored. 
When it was first used as a receptacle for 
ammunition those who objected were re- 
lieved of anxiety by the promise that it 
should only bo used as a storehouse for 
cartridges. But that pledge has been 
disregarded, and there arc in it at 
present sonic twenty thousand pounds 
of powder in kegs. Tho General 
will seo that the chances of accident are 
too many to permit of the building so 
near the residential part of tho city, 
and in the proximity of walks that are 
much frequented, being any longer used 
as a magazine. There is no knowing what 
mischief an explosion might do in that 
vicinity. It might, and probably would, 
occasion a deplorable loss both of life and 
property. We arc sure that the danger 
has only to bo pointed out to tho autho- 
rities to be averted. It may also be 
brought to tho General's notice that Bat- 
tery C is now without a single horse. 
The Battery possessed one for some time, 
and it was found exceedingly useful, but 
it died last summer and has not since 
been replaced. This is, perhaps, a small 
matter, but it is an instance of how the 
corps has been neglected by the Militia 
Department. We sincerely hope that 
General Middleton's visit will result in a 
redress of the grievances from which Bat- 
tery C lias suffered, and that tho Govern- 
ment of the Dominion will begin to pay 
that attention to the military conditions 
of Victoria which the importance of its 
situation imperatively demands. 



Will they commence by making laws regu- 
lating the price of commodities ? Will 
thoy decree that, no matter what tho 
state of the market is, Hour shall be 
much a hundred weight, bacon 
much a pound, and coal 
so much a ton 1 Will they make a prico 
list for merchants of all kinds decreeing 
that they must sell according to that or 
incur such and such penalties ? Will they 
nmko it illegal to employ any white man 
at less than three or five dollars a day and 
enact laws regulating how many 
hours a day a man must work and how 
much work he must do? Will they 
take upon themselves to regulate the costof 
carriage by land and sea and tell the capi- 
talists who own and operate railroads and 
ships that unless they obey these new laws 
they will bo punished by line and imprison- 
ment ? This, strange as it may seem, 
must be the character of their legislation 
if the principles of the anti-capitalists ale 
carried out. How else is capital to be 
kopt ill subjection. If the laws of supply 
and demand arc to be interfered with who 
is to say at what point that interference is 
to stop ? And without interference with 
the natural laws that regulate trade tho cap- 
italist will he left to manage his business as 
he does now. What would be the effects of 
such legislation ? Any man of common 
sense must see that if moil saw that they 
could not safely invest their money thoy 
would cease to invest and would go and 
find employment for their capital where 
they would nut be regarded as public 
enemies. Capitalists would be literally 
driven from the country and business 
ivould be at a standstill. The very first 
men who would feel the effect of this 
withdrawal of capital would bo the work- 
nigmen. With the mines idle, the fac- 
tories closed, the railways deserted, and 
all industries requiring capital for their 
prosecution abandoned, where would the 
workiiigmen find employment / Of course 
under our constitution it would be impos- 
sible to carry matters to such a length, 
for if the Provincial Legislature 
enacted laws against any class of the 
population they would not receive 
the sanction of the Federal Government, 
and would consequently remain inopera- 
tive. Tho vvorkinginon would sec thai by 
following the bad advice of anti-capatitiil- 
ist editors and socialistic stump orators 
they had injured themselves, would find 
who their real friends are, and become 
convinced that there is really no antagon- 
ism between capital and labor, and that 
any attempt to legislate on the supposi- 
tion that they are enemies is sure to cud 
in injury to both, and to society in gene- 
ral. It will not require much thought or 
deep thought to convince woikingmen 
and men of the middle class, if any such 
exist in this new community, that those 
who advise the woi kingmen to use their 
political influence to discourage men of 
capital from investing their money in tho 
country and keeping it there are its worst 
enemies, and to none is their advice more 
mischievous than to tho workingmen 
themselves. 



Wo are not surprised to find that the 
pooplo of London tire disgusted with the 
police and bitterly reproach them with 
their" inefficiency. If such crimes were 
committed in a country village where 
there was no skilled force of detectives 
the authorities would bo abused without 
stint for their stupidity and clumsiness, 
but what is the world to think of the safe- 
ty of life in London and the efficiency of 
its police, when murder after murder is 
committed in the same district without 
the authorities being able to put a stop to 
the atrocities by discovering and punish- 
ing the murderer ? 



CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

Wherever tho workinginan litis a vote 
he has a host of friends, gushing friends, 
who are, in return for his support at elec 
tions, ready to promise him anything and 
everything. Those disinterested friends 
ate always liberal with their advice and 
generously profess their willingness to 
educate him up to the point of voting for 
them and their loaders. They do their 
best to make him feel that he is ill used 
and thai he has many grievances to re- 
dress. Thoy take care to impress upon 
him that the capitalists who furnish the 
money that runs the concern that gives 
him employment is a tyrant, a monopolist 
and goodness knows what else besides, 
and that his employer, whether capitalist 
or not, is his natural enemy. Particularly 
are they eager to convince hint that he is 
a power in the state, that he has political 
influence which gives him tho ability to 
make and unmake governments, and that 
it is his first duty to exercise thist political 
influence in opposition to the capitalists 
and employers of labor. It frequently 
happens that these self-constituted chain 
pious of the workinginan who undertake 
to do his thinking for him and 
to direct, him how he shall vote, 
make an impression on young 
men who imagine that every one like 
themselves is honest and free from guile 
and who have a high opinion of the 
men who talk glibly and try to put 
them iu a good humor ,vith themselves. 
Bitter experience, however, after a time 
teaches them how selfish and treacherous 
these loud-talking friends are, and how 
shallow and mischievous are their teach- 
ings. We will suppose for a moment that 
the working men take tho advice of thesu 
agitators, that thoy exercise the franchise 
in what the editor of tho Anti-Capitalitt 
tells them is the interest of hibjr. The 
election comes oft' and they return to the 
Legislature a sweeping majority of the so- 
called labor ^andidutes.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

.Sir George Stephen appears bound to 
do good with his money while he is alive. 
lie has given a half a million dollars to a 
hospital in Montreal, and when some of 
the citizens made a fuss about the site 
that was chosen, he and Sir Donald A. 
Smith (who had given another half a mil- 
lion) bought a now site at a cost of $80,- 
000. Now we see that .Sir ( icorge is about 
to endow a cottage hospital in Dufttown, 
Scotland, for the benefit of Moitlach and 
Glenriniiis parishes at a cost of $25,000. 
The good people of those parishes appre- 
ciate the princely gift highly and are not 
likely to growl about the site of the insti- 
tution, wherever it may he. 



As we believed the victory gained for 
the Government in Montreal East a fow 
days ago was chielly due to the votes of 
tho English-speaking electors being 
cast almost solidly against Mercier's can- 
didate. In St. Louis Ward, where the 
greater number of the English voters 
reside and where tho normal Liberal ma- 
jority is 800, the majority for Poirier was 
only 54. The lion. Mr. Chaploau on the 
morning after the election said, "The 
glorious victory is due to the English vote, 
which seems to have been solid. I do 
not think two por cent, went for Lupine. 
We owe the election to them. It is a 
victory in more senses than one. It. was 
triumphant over an appeal to prejudices, 
such as were made by the other side dur- 
ing the contest." Mr. Mereior was t rented 
exactly as ho ought to have been, and it 
is to be hoped that every Canadian public 
man who endeavors to raise race and 
religious discord will meet with a similar 
rebuff. 

The Young Men's Christian Association 
is an institution which since its establish 
tnuiit has grown wonderfully. It is not 
confined to one nation or a single creed. 
At the conference which was recently 
held in Stockholm -4000 associations were 
represented, having ti membership of 
some 270,000. There were as many as 
twenty separate nationalities found among 
tho delegates. There tire iu the United 
Stales and Camuhi, 1 ,2-10 associations; in 
Great Britain and Ireland, 000; iu Ger- 
many, <i.'(7; in Switzerland, :i(il'; and in 
Holland, of 15. The Rritisli associations 
sent tho greatest number ol delegatus to 
the conference; the United States ahd 
Canada conic next; France was third and 
Germany fourth. Tho V. M. 0. A. has 
made great strides in Groat Britain din- 
ing tho liiHt seven years. In England in 
18H1 there were 1S7 associations, in 1888 
there ace 203. In Scotland tho increase 
in that time is from I'M) to 251. 



It is astonishing that tho porpotrator of 
tho horrible murders in London has not 
long ero this boon discovered. That a 
murderer should hu able to commit such a 
number of terrible atrocities in the heart 
of London with impunity appears to pa 
beyond belief. The police, it seems, are 
completety paralyzed. They have hot 
boon able to find even a ciuo to tho mur- 
ders. In order that thoy may not uppof.r 
to bo altogether idle they have made some 
arrests but on examination it turned out. 
that they had not reasonable cause, even 
to suspect the persona they apprehended.

The close of l lie ci vil will" left somo por- 
tions of the South in tlio hand.-, of (loVpfri 
utely wicked men. When law mid order 
were in ii measure restoreil,tlie.-.uili'HporH 
does were tlio last to yield, and many of 
t hem Inn) to be hunted down like wolves 
and killed on sight. I bail a illstrlct us- 
nlgueil to me along the St. Francis Itlver, 
Arkansas, and tho total strength of my 
comniauil was twenty-eight men. With 
these I was expected to protect tlio treed- 
men, guard several plantations, scout 
over all the roads, escort strangers, over- 
awe a multitude of bad men, ami main- 
tain the dignity of the reunited United 
States. 

Ill my district, as I soon ascertained, 
were half a dozen of the worst despera- 
does lu the West. 

The meanest, if not the worst man in 
my district was a Capt, Dade. Ilo was 
In pom man d of a dozen outlaws for a 
couple of weeks and in that way got hl.-i 
title.

"Jist five, an' every one of 'em lias com- 
mitted murder an' wuss a dozen times 
over." 

"1 can't, offer a reward for their head-. 
I have oiu lawed them, and the military 
authorities have the right to shoot thorn 
on sight." 

At that moment word was brought mo 
that Dade's gain,' had come within two 
miles of headquarters and murdered two 
of the command who were stationed at a 
free 'man's rendezvous to preserve order. 
Dade had sent uie word by a negro thai 
he proposed to wipe us out at the rate of 
twoaday until lie reached the last man. 

Half an hour later the limn call, il Dan 
departed oil bis man hunt, and lie bad my 
agreement In writing that neither tho 
law nor I he mil II ary should | rouble him 
for shooting down anyol llie gang.

Their Wonderful I'ower ol Leaping. 

Panthers are very abundant, on the Mc- 
Cloud Kiver, and very destructive to 
stock, especially to pigs, and from I he ex- 
perience We have bad With them here I 
should say that, in this region at least 
i hey very seldom climb trees. 

They are peifectly well able to, but 
they can jump into a tree so much quicker 
and easier than they can climb into it 
that they very seldom, if ever, resort to 
climbing, 1 think, they would consider it 
plow work. 

The hunters here assert very posit ivc-ly, 
and stick to if, thai panthers can jump I > 
the limb of a Hee t wentj or Lhuij feet 
from tho ground, and as all the trees 
about hero liave limbs nearer l he ground 
than that, it it* obvious thai oui panthers 
would have very little occasion Lu resort 
to the slow process of climbing, 

Iu other parts uf tire c untry, whore tho 
trees grow to a greater height without 
branches, there is bit idly a doubt, I think, 
that panthers climb up the trunk of trees 
when necessity for it occur-. Hut. even 
then I fancy that I hey .jump the tlrsl 
twenty feet or more up the i i . e. 

They must certainly fie able to climb 
trees whenever they want to, for their 
claws and limbs are much stronger con 
pared with the weight of their bodies 
than is the esse with our common bouse
